Announcement in Anticipation 
of Curiosity of Some 
European Capitals. 



Who Hint at Asking Reason for 
Immense Force Launched 
by British. 



Uj Associated Press. 

London, Oct. 1!0.— Ii is reported thnl 
Great Britain's immense military pre- 
parations against two insignificant re- 
publics are viewed with considerable 
curiosity in some of the European capi- 
tals, notably Paris and St. Petersburg. 
Notes have been exchanged on the sub- 
ject, ami it is even hinted in unofficial 
quarters that inquiries will be addressed 
to the British government us to the 
absorption of the two republics by the 
British Umpire. 

The Press to-night announces that the 
government policy is to terminate the 
war in the speediest manner after the 
forts ui Pretoria and Johannesburg have 
been razed and then to promulgate by 
order of the Queeu-in-Council a new con- 
stitution for a group of live federal 
states — Cape Colony, Transvaal, Natal, 
the Orange Hiver free State and Rhode- 
sia. under the title of the Dominion of 
Soutli Africa, the crown to nominate a 
governor-general and the five states hay- 
ing power each to elect its own lieuten- 
ant-governor and to have local legisla- 
tures, with a Dominion parliament to 
meet at Capetown. 

With some modifications the scheme is 
based upon lines similar to those of the 
Canadian government.

British Camp at Glencoe Surprised at Daybreak 
Yesterday by Shells Dropped Prom 
Neighboring Heights. 



Six Thousand Boers Under Commandant General 
Joubert Piy Before Heroic Charrc c; 
British Infantry. 



Enemy's Retreat Cut Off, and Another Desperate Battle Ensues 
--Heavy Losses on Both Skies— General Symons 
Is [Mortally Wounded.

London. Oct. HI.— A Gleueoe camp cor- 
respondent under dale of yesterday says: 

A force of (3,000 Boers led by Com- 
uiundant-Gencrnl .loubert has been de- 
feated severely by a force under Gen. 
Symons and the enemy at this moment 
are in full retreat. 

Nobody in the camp save (Jen. Symons 
and his staff were aware that the Boers 
intended to attack them and that they 
would gel within three miles of this po- 
sition before revealing their presence. 
It was known, however, that the enemy 
were advancing still further south and 
therefore unusual precautions bad been 
taken to guard/against a surprise during 
the night. 

Just after dawn the Boer artillery 
opened fire from Glencoe Hill. The 
range was ill judged and the quality of 
the ammunition bad. During two hours 
aud -a half scarcely a dozen shells burst 
within our lines. 

Our gunners, on the contrary, made 
excellent practice, which soon began to 
tell upon the enemy. 

At half past seven Sen. Symons or- 
dered a general advance of the infantry 
brigade, which he himself accompanied. 
The Dublin Fusiliers were well to the 
front, the King's Royal Rilles weir up on 
the right, and the Leicestershire regi- 
ment on the left. These men advanced 
smartly, talcing advantage of every bit 
of cover, tactics in which they had been 
exorcised for weeks past. 

The advance w as covered by a terrific 
fire from our three batteries and sev- 
eral Boer guns were silenced before the 
Fusiliers began to climb the hill. By the 
time the Fusiliers and Royal Rifles got 
within a thousand yards the Boer bat- 
teries had been completely silenced, our 
own guns having poured into them at 
2,500 yards range with crushing effect. 

The Boers meantime were keeping up a 
heavy lire which thinned our ranks con- 
siderably. 

By '.) o'clock the Fusiliers and Royal 
Rifles had swarmed over the hill and the 
Boers were on the run. 

Meantime the 18th Hussars and all the 
Colonial Mounted Infantry and the Lei- 
cestershire regiment had been moved 
northeast, and having cut off the Boer 
retreat the enemy, caught between two 
tires, lost heavily. 

At this minute lighting is still going on 
but the defeat of the enemy is already 
completo and crushing and it. looks as 
though few would escape. 

Our losses were probably 300 killed or 
wounded and that of the Boers thrice as 
many. 

SURPRISED TUB BRITISH. 
Glencoe, Oct. 20.— (Afternoon)— The 
battle to-dav has been a brilliant suc- 
cess. The Boers got a reverse which 
may possibly for a time at any rate, 
check opposition. The artillery practice 
in the early part of the day decided the 
battle. 

The seizure of Dundee hill by the 
Boers was a surprise, for although the 
pickets had been exchanging shots all 
night, it was not until a shell boomed 
over the town into the camp that their 
presence was discovered. Then the 
shells came fast. The hill was positively 
ahve with the swarming Boers until the 
British artillery got to work, with mag- 
nificent energy and precision, 

The butteries from the camp took up po- 
sitions lo the south of the town and after 
a quarter of an hour's magnificent firing, 
silenced the guns on the hills. 

The correspondent could see shells 
dropping among the Boers with remark- 
able accuracy and doing tremendous exe- 



cution, lor they were present in very- 
large numbers and in places exposed. 

By this time the enemy held the whole 
of til.' hill behind Smith's farm and the 
Dundee kopje right away to the south, 
in which direction the British infantry 
and cavalry moved at once. The fight- 
ing raged particularly hotly at the valley 
outside the town. 

Directly the Boer guns ceased firing 
General Symons ordered the infantry to 
move on the position. The infantry 
charge was magnificent. The way tlio 
King's ltoyaJ Rilles and the Dublin 
Fusiliers stormed the position was one 
of the most splendid sights ever seen. 

The lighting of the Boers was not so 
deadly as might have been expected from 
troops occupying such an excellent posi- 
tion, but the infantry lost heavily going 
up the Mil, and only the consummately' 
brilliant way in which General Symons 
had trained them to lighting of this kind 
.saved them from being swept aiAvay. In- 
deed the hill was almost inaccessible to 
the storming party, and any hesitation 
would have lost the day. 

The enemy's guns, so fur us the cor- 
respondent could see. were all abandon- 
ed, for the Boers had no time to remove 
them. _ 1 

A stream of fugitives poured down the 
hillside into the valley, where the bat- 
tle went on with no abatement. 

General Symons was wouiuIih! early in 
the action and the command then de- 
veloped on Major Yule. 

The enemy as they were followed 
by the eavalry.Mounted Infantry and ar- 
tillery. The direction taken was to the 
eastward. At the latest reports the cav- 
alry had not returned- 

Some reports say that four and some 
that five guns- have been captured. 

The Boer artillery firing was weak. A' 
lot of plugged shells were used. 

Although the encmy'fi position was car- 
ried soon after 1 o'clock scattered firing- 
went on almost all the afternoon. 

The British losses are very severe, but 
those of the Boers are much heavier. 

The final rush was made with a tri- 
umphant yell, and a* the British troops 
charged to close quarters, the enemy 
turned and tied, leaving all their Impedi- 
ments and guns behind them in their 
precipitate Might. 

While this was going on, a battery of 
artillery, the 18th Hussars and Mounted 
Infantry, with u part of the Leceister 
regiment, got on the enemy's flank, and 
as the Boers streamed wildly down the 
hills making for the main road they 
found their retreat, had been cut off- 
They rallied for a while, and there was 
severe fighting with considerable loss oik 
both sides. Many of the enemy surren- 
dered. 

A rough estimate placet.- the British 
loss at 250 killed or wounded and that 
of the Boers at SCO- 

A newspaper correspondent states that, 
through his glasses during the light to- 
day lie noticed how much the- Boors 
seemed to be nonplussed by the tactics 
of the Imperial troops, especially of the 
well drilled, swift moving horsemen. 

The enemy are still as a mob. They 
are without horses and forage and many 
of them rely for food upon what they 
can obtain by looting-. Their animals niv 
mostly in a wretched condition. 

It is understood that before to-day's 
battle, several Boers hail left their com- 
mands and gone home on their farms, 
and many others are likely to follow. 

The movements of the commandos in 
liie Utrecht district are somewhat mys- 
terious. It is supposed that they have- 
some idea of gel ting around between this 
place ami Ladysmath, Many Boers an; 
reported to be falling back on their old 
positions. They have been raising a 
series of fortifications between Sands- 
pruit and Dannyhauser. their object be- 
ing to contest the grand advance of the 
Imperial troops. Near Snndsprult camp 
they have a laager with several pieces of 
artillery and another between Volksrust. 
There are gnus at Mount Pogwani over- 
looking Laing's Nek, and IngogO Heights 
are fortified ami earthworks have- been 
thrown up and guns left at various 
places on thi! way south.

teries. The Bo, rs, who threatened the 
British rear, have retired. The light was 
uiuiost an exact counterpart of thut of 
Majuba Hill, nxce.pt that the positions of 
the Boer «nd British forcivs were le- 
\ erscd. 

General Symons was severely but not 
dangerously wounded. He was shot 
through the left thigh, hut no hones 
-were broken. He is cheerful. 

London, Oct. 20. — A despatch from 
Glencoe dated S:25 this morning an- 
nounced that the Boers' position hiul 
been captured after heavy lighting, dur- 
ing which five guns were taken. The 
Boers' strength, wits about !),(X)0 men. 
It appears that they posted the gnus on 
the lull overlooking the town, opened fire 
on the camp and the battle became gen- 
eral. General Symons was wounded in 
the engagement and it is feared the 
wound will prove fatal. 

The war office has given to the press 
the following messages: 

Ladysmith, Oct. 20,. 10:45 a.m. -The 
following advices from Glencoe camp 
jiisl to baud: 

"The King's Royal Rifles and Dublin 
Fusiliers are attacking a hill occupied 
by Boer artillery. They are within 300 
yards of tin.' position and are advancing 
under the cover of our artillery, about 
2,(ltK) yards range. 

"Scouts report that nine thousand 
Boers are advancing on V la ttingspruit. 
The Fifteenth Battery and the Leices- 
ter regiment have gone to meet them." 

Lady-smith, Oct. 20, 11 a.m.— A des- 
patch from Glencoe says that a Boer 
gun has been captured and that the Dev- 
onshire and Dorsetshire regimeuU are 
now engaging the Boers. 

I/adysmith, Oct. 20. I?:30 p.m.— We 
were, attacked this inornijig at daylight 
by a force, roughly estimated at 4,000. 
They had placed four or five guns in po- 
sition on a hill 5,400 yards east of our 
camp. They fired plugged shells. Their 
artillery did no damage. 

"Our infantry formed for the attack, 
and wo got our guns into position. After 
the position of the enemy had been shell- 
ed, our infantry advanced to the attack, 
ami after a hard light, lasting until 1:30 
p.m., an almost inaccessible position was 
taken, the enemy retiring eastward. 

"Ail the Boer guns have boon captured. 
We can sec our soldiers at the top of 
the hill. Our oavalry and artillery are 
still out. Genera] Symons is severely 
wounded and there is reason to fear that 
the wound will prove fatal. Our losses 
are heavy. They will be telegraphed as 
soon as possible." 

London, Ocl, 20.— A despatch from 
Glencoe camp says when Sir William 
H.vmons was wounded in the stomach 
General Gate assumed command. 

It is reported in the House of Com- 
mons this evening that the British had 
captured seventeen guns at Glencoe, ami 
that the cavalry were still pursuing the 
Hoeing burghers. 

The news of the battle was received 
with intense enthusiasm everywhere in 
town. The public gathered at the decor- 
ations at Lord Nelson's monument pre- 
paratory to Trafalgar Pay spoedily learn- 
ed what had happened, and <:heera and 
patriotic songs were continuous. Out- 
side the war olllce, where the successive 
bulletins giving brief pictures of the 
contest were displayed, an immense 
crowd gathered, vociferously exhibiting 
joy. The news from Glencoe caused a 
scone of wild enthusiasm on the stock 
exchange, and Kaffirs rose tremendously. 

BRITISH WKLL PREPARED. 

London, Oct. 20.— The war olllce re- 
ceived the following despatch, dated yes- 
terday evening, from Ladymnith, from 
General George Stewart White, com 
niauding in Natal: 

"The Boers commenced descending the I 
Western passes on Tuesday, and came 
in contact with our patrols yesterday. 
They continued to advance, halting I" i 
the night with the left Hank at Keslc , \ 
station, their centre at Bhiehank, nod 
their right more retired. I moved , i.v 
camp into the position I have selected, 
with the object of covering Ladysmith, 
and hoped to-day that the Boers might 
have been sufficiently near us to strike 
a blow. To-day, however, the enemy 
seems to have retired west, our patrols 
getting in touch with a comparatively 
small body at Hester station. 

^"Communication with Glencoe junction 
vc'nis cut off at Elands Laagte, wu 
th'fey' captured a goods train. The B 
force is advancing over Biggersberg Nek. 
'Communication by telegraph is still open 
via Oreytown." 

, A PREVIOUS SKIRMISH. 
.Glencoe, Oct. 18.— (Night)— A report 
having reached camp that the Boers had 
been sighted seven miles ont, a squadron 
of the 18th Hussars, under Major Lam- 
ing, rcslo out, and sent forward a patrol, 
under Lieut, (.-ape.

Appreciative Review of a Useful Career 
— Fifteen Years of Fighting. 

Ian MeAllen contributes to the Lon- 
don Daily Mail this review of the career 
of the ofllcor whom the despatches report 
as prolxibly fatally wounded .at Glencoe:

commandant of the mounted infantry. 
Another of his speeialttis was a dee]) in- 
terest in this hybrid arm. He had been 
associated with it in South Africa, and 
had recognized its peculiar usefulness 
under particular conditions, and the 
body he raised in Burmah did admirable 
and most effective work. The old ex- 
perience will probably stand him in good 
stead now. The Boers are essentially of 
the class of mounted infantry, and the 
man who will best meet them in the lield 
is one who is fully an fait with the tac- 
tics and capabilities or these composite 
troops. 

"Symons' war services were continued 
in Burmah and beyond. He was a 
brigadier-general with the China field 
force; he commanded the column from 
Burmah in the Chin Lusliai expedition: 
he was in the Waziristan expedition, and 
quite recently be was actively engaged 
in the last hard-fought, tedious campaign 
on the northwest frontier of India, at 
first with a brigade in the- Toehi field 
force, and then with a division in the 
Tirah expedition. lie has been fighting 
almost continuously for the last fifteen 
years, and is a pastmnster in the busi- 
ness of war, knowing every secret, every 
move. He is calm, clear-headed, resolute, 
prompt and vigorous in following up 
an advantage, tenacious and unyielding 
when hard pressed. The prestige of the 
national arms will he assuredly maintain- 
ed by Sir William Symons." 



BOER PLAN OF CAMPAIGN. 

Movement Designed to Cause Cape 
Dutch to Rise in Their Support.

London, Oct. 21.— The Mafeking corres- 
pondent of the Daily .Mail writing on 
j October 1-1 says: 

| "I am bunding this to my orderly with 
I instructions to take it to Kurumun, 2(io 
| utiles away, where he will hand 
[ native runners who w ill be instructed to 
' n ach Hopetown to the .southwest 
Kiniberlcy, avoiding that place as much 
as passible, owing to the Boer invest 
mcnt. 

"The Boers began '.he 
Mafeking in real earnest 
t his morning. For some i 
been skirmishing near the 
bodies, but they have begun to mass in 
force on the Transvaal side. 

"Col. linden-Powell ordered the arm- 
ored train and a part of the Bechuana- 
laud protectorate regiment to go out 
against them and see if they could break 
up the strongest force. They went out 
a distance ot four miles and directly they 
came in range opened lire with their 
Maxims, scattering the Boers. The en- 
emy at once risle oft' in hot haste further 
into the veldt and away from the rail- 
way, but the troops pursued and over- 
took them. 

"The enemy were in a sheltered posi- 
tion while our men were in the open and 
therefore much exposed. 

"Volley firing was started at 000 
yards and soon became hot on both sides. 
A nuinbi r of our men were wounded 
while many rideriess Boer horses rush- 
ed across the plain. Our lire soon scat- 
tered the enemy, but at that moment 
their general, whom we believed to be 
Orauje, pushed up reinforcements and 
a hot engagement occurred. 

"Our men behaved superbly. Rein- 
forcements were hut ried up by Col. 
Baden- Powell from Marekiug, consisting 
of the rest of the Protectorate regiment 
and the Diamond Horse, under Col. Hore 
with two guns and Lord C. Bentinck 
with another couple of guns. The artil- 
lery got the range and the Boers were 
splendidly shelled. They were astound- 
ed by the accuracy of our fire. 

"A sei ond armored train was des- 
patched from Mafeking together with 
the Chartered Police ami a tierce gener- 
al light followed. 

"Ultimately the Boers, demoralized by 
the splendid work of our men, began 
gradually to withdraw and by 11 o'clock 
they were completely driven off. They 
undoubtedly suffered heavy loss. 

"The British returned to Mafeking ex- 
alted over their victory. Our loss was 
three killed and fourteen wounded."

New York, Oct. 20.— In a breeze that 
approached the dignity of a gale, the 
sloop Columbia vanquished the British 
challenger Shamrock to-day by six min- 
utes and eighteen seconds actual time, 
and six minutes and thirty-four seconds 
corrected time, thus completing the series 
for the America's cup with a magnificent 
rough weather duel and decisive Yankee 
victory. 

The boats have bad two fair and square 
races, one in light air and the other in 
a heavy blow, and Sir Thomas is per- 
fectly satisfied that he was beaten by a 
better boat. To-day'fl race was a glor- 
ious test of the rough weather qualities 
of the two yachts. 

The prayer of Sir Thomas for wind 
was answered. It was blowing 25 miles 
an haur at the lightship, enough wind 
and enough sea to make any racing ma- 
chine stagger. The course, 15 miles be- 
fore 'he wind south b, w-st. carried the 
yachts straight down the Jersey coast to 
a point off Long Branch, so that the 
race was sailed in plain view of the 
thousands perched upon the heights of 
Navesink and stretched along the shore 
from Seabright to Ashury Park. 

As the Columbia shot across tin- finish 
line the Erin steamed up with Stars mid 
Stripes fluttering from main and niiz/.on 
mast. The Corsair, flagship of the New 
York Yacht Cub, greeted her with can- 
non, t" which Sir Thomas responded by 
dipping the English .lack at the taffrail. 
Then by Sir Thomas' order; the crew of 
the Erin lined the rail and gave three 
good Saxon cheers for the victors. They 
were returned with interest by the proud 
crew ol Columbia.

FAY OF THE VOLUNTEERS. 

Sir Wilfrid's Scruples About Putting 
Canadians on Belter Footing Than 
Other Troops. 

A summary of Sir Charles 'flipper's 
suggestion that the Canadian government 
should be more generous in its attitude 
to the volunteers from the Dominion and 
to the Empire, than to provide merely 
the minimum required by the Imperial 
authorities as a condition of the ac- 
ceptance, has already been given in the 
despatches, together with the l'remier's 
refusal for the reason that Canada 
should not offer more than required 
of the colonies generally in this connec- 
tion, but the mail brings the Dill text of 
the messages exchanged as follows: 

Ottawa. Oct. I-!, 1800. 
Dear Sir Wilfrid Laurier: I regret to 
learn that the telegram sent you from 
Yarmouth on the 5th Inst, was not re- 
ceived by you until yesterday, owing to 
some delay in transmission at Halifax. 

The announcement is made to-day that 
the government of Canada has consent- 
ed to send a Canadian contingent to the 
Transvaal on the condition that a large 
share of the expense and the pay of the 
men is to be borne by the Mother Coun- 
try. 

It is to lie hoped that Canada, if it is 
to show its loyalty by having troops in 
the Transvaal, will undertake the affair 
in a generous, patriotic and Canadian 
spirit, and that the Dominion contribu- 
tion will be made in such a way that the 
men will be entitled to rank as Cana- 
dians fighting for the Empire. 

I am confident that patriotic Cana- 
dians to-day hope that, even at this late 
date, there will be forwarded by Can 
ula to Natal, an efficient force, repre- 
senting, as far as practicable, the war 
office, and properly paid by the Domin- 
ion. Then Canada may be congratulated 
by the world as having the courage of its 
convictions, and doing the right thing in 
the right way. 

The offer of the gentleman to whom 
1 have referred in the telegram and 
whose means are ample for the purpose, 
to provide an insurance to the extent 
of one million dollars to meet any cas- 
ualties that will occur, will greatly les- 
sen the expenditures on the part of the 
Dominion. Again assuring you of my 
readiness to give you all the support in 
my power in this matter in parliament, 
which has already been practically 
sanctioned by an unanimous) vote in the 
bouse, I remain, yours faithfully.

The house having gone into committee 
of supply the parliamentary under sec- 
retary of' state for war, Mr. Wyndham, 
introduced the supplementary army esti- 
mates. In the course of mi explanation 
of the nature of the call and the manner 
in which the nation has rospondod to it. 
he said: 

"The British military system if it is 
worth anything, must enable us to send 
an expedition abroad without depriving 
our homes of protection. We cannot be 
satisfied unless We can send such an ex- 
pedition without destroying the machin- 
ery for maintaining our army at home. 
The result of the recent test has been a 
source of legitimate satisfaction and is 
an encouragement to further effort in the 
future." Dealing with the 

Army Corps Now Going Out 
Mr. Wyndham said it numbered 24,000 
regulars, all tried and mature men, in- 
cluding 0,000 cavalry, 114 guns, 201 
wagons, from 9,000 to 11,000 horses, and 
14,000 mules. It hud been necessary to 
call a portion of the reserves in order to 
bring .some of the regiments to their full 
strength. The government therefore had 
called lor 25.110(1 men. assuming that 21,- 
000 would be effective, and this expecta- 
tion had been fully verified. The British 
forces in the lield would consist of 20,- 
000 nan with the colors and 21,000 re- 
serves. 

"This may seem a large force," said 
Air. Wyndham, "but we must rellect that 
the two republics by their juxtaposition 
ami situation, have a strategettcal ad- 
vantage allowing them to concentrate for 
attack on any point on a frontier of 2,000 
miles, a frontier everywhere hundreds of 
miles from the sea; and when we fur- 
ther consider the area involved, which is 
inhabited by 3,300 natives, it is clear 
that considerations of humanity dictate 
that the Empire should display an un- 
mistakable exhibition of strength in or- 
der to rescue one of its greatest depen- 
dencies from the horrors of doubtful and 
dilatory operations." In explaining the 
organizations of the 

Enormous Transport Service, 
Mr. Wyndham said the reason it was 
not mobilized early would be apparent 
when he declared that the embodiment of 
three army corps for home defence and 
despatch of t wo army corps to a country 
where facilities of locomotion existed 
would be a graver yet a shorter and 
easier task. By October 25 25,000 men 
would be shipped, that is, in less than 
six days.

The important success to- 
day is due to Gen. Symons' great cour- 
age and fine generalship and the confi- 
dence he gave to troops under his com- 
mand."-

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Tills did not stilt Aid. Ueckwith, who 
protested that lie saw no good reason why 
the handbills should describe it as an In- 
dignation. Neither he nor Aid. Brydon 
merited such treatment but If nnyone had 
charges to make now was the time to do 
*o. Me objected to speaking under the 
circumstances before the charges were 
made, so that he would have a proper op- 
ptrtuulty of replying. 

Dr. Lewis Hall said he was responsible 
for calling the meeting and the reason for 
doing so was to hear Aid. Beckwltu and 
Brydon explain their notion on the Port 
Angeles ferry by-law. Though asked by 
■ISO ratepayers to place before the electors 
a by-law to secure the railway ferry with 
Port Angeles, the council had so cut down 
the bonus and altered the by-law that It 
was practically useless. Had the counc'l 
a right to do tills against the wishes of the 
people? The ratepayers had a right to de- 
mand that the aldermen should define their 
pc sit Ion. 

Mr. Geo. Glover wus of opinion that if 
any one had charges to make, now was the 
time. 

Quite a discussion arose along the objee 
tion raised by Aid. Beckwlth who protested 
that this wub the most wonderful proceed 
Ing he hud ever listened to. He did not 
see what the meeting wished. 

The chair requested Dr. Uall to tell Aid. 
Beckwlth what It was desired to explain. 

To this Dr. Hal] remarked that for one 
thing Aid. Beckwlth had made a state- 
ment that could not be substantiated, to 
the effect that If the ferry steuiners were 
built on the United States side British sub- 
jects could not be employed on them. 

"That's correct;" was the response by 
some one In the audience. 

"It Is not correct," said Dr. Hull, It Is 
only the higher officers that must be Unit- 
ed .States citizens on vessels registered In 
the United States. 

After some further disputing Mr. 
Shakespeare said that if no one else 
come forward lie would speak first. 
Beckwitb nud Brydon knew very we 
the invitation to them was for them to ex- 
pluin why It was that in the face of a peti- 
tion from 480 ratepayers for a by-law, they 
practically told the people "We will 
please ourselves and }'ou can do as you 
like." They had Ignored the ratepayers 
and amended the by-law so as to kill It by 
putting lu conditions that no company 
would accept. The effect of this was sim- 
ply to fool the ratepayers. No man In the 
hnll could point to a similar instance to 
this and Mr. Shakespeare wanted to know 
If three or four men were to rule the city 
or should the people rule. Only a few 
years ago the people had no say lu a money 
by-law and the council were spending 
money and running the city into debt. The 
people then went to the legislature to get 
a check on the council and secure a voice, 
so t hat three or four men should not have 
say as to how the money should be spent. 
That was how the lavMiow stood. A con- 
dition had been placed by the council In 
the by-law that the steamers should he 
built In Victoria when It was well known 
that such a steamer as proposed for a ferry 
could not he built here. 

There were cries of utsscnt at this; but 
Mr. Shakespeare retorted "it's a fact; it 
could not be done." Then these two repre- 
sentatives had a provision Introduced In 
council, so that the bouts should run twice 
a day, Sundays Included— just Imagine and 
these gentlemen pillars of the church. 
(Laughter.) It was Just from factious op- 
position that the council had put the by- 
law in such a condition that no company 
could accept It. He favored railway con- 
nection of nil sorts, but hi' objected lo kill- 
Ing one scheme In order lo save another. 
This Port Angeles company consisted of 
wealthy men who Intended to conned their 
railway with the city, if the people would 
allow them. They were ready lo expend 
Ihelr money too In developing the resources 
of Vancouver Island. Tills country would 
never be what it should without the de 
velopment of Its resouercs. 

Mr. McCandless wanted to know what 
was the use of putting in a clause that the 
people lu this city should have the oppor- 
tunity of tendering on the steamers, which 
it was now claimed could not be built here. 
Tills seemed to lie a misleading section. 

Mr. Shakspeure stated that he had for 
authorty the statement of experienced men 
before the committee on the C. 1'. N. pro- 
positi. 

Aid. iirydon denied that this hud come be- 
fore the committee. 
Aid. Williams: "That's not true." 
Tills was greeted with roars of laughter, 
which increased as Aid. Stewart Jumped 
up and shouted "it is true. [ was there." 

Aid. Williams explained that there was 
a misunderstanding and It seemed that 
the stutcment must have been made at 
some other meeting.

Every day the feeling of the people of 
Victoria is becoming ..iOre aroused to 
the importance of tnking bold of the de- 
velopment of Vancouver Island, and with 
it there is a growing tfonfidence in the 
future prosperity of Victoria as the re- 
sult of such a line of policy.

1 1 is not very pleasant to know that 
of all Ih cities on the Coast Victoria 
probably receives the least attention in 
tin? press of the continent. We see Se- 
attle boomed everywhere; Portland is 
known from the Atlantic to the Pacilic; 
Vancouver is written about in the most 
complimentary terms. But Victoria is 
rarely spoken of as a progressive busi- 
ness town. It is the unfortunate truth 
that when visitors write about our city, 
the thing they have the most to speak 
about is Chinatown. This statement will 
not plense Colonist readers, hut it is 
well that they should know the truth. 
We are fond of talking about Victoria 
as a residential city. It certainly can- 
not he surpassed in this respect: but it 
is quite too soon to advertise any place 
on this Coast as a residential point. This 
is a very good thing to tell people after 
they gel here, Mint is after they come 
to the province to remain; 1ml we ought 
to keep in minil that people do not conic 
out to the I'noific dust looking for 
places io reside in. If what are wauled 
are the advantages of refined surround- 
ings, those can be goi in tic IOiisI mure 
extensively nuri fur more cheaply than 
here. Wo have a liner climate, taking 
the year as a whole than any other place 
on the continent. We have more beau- 
tiful scenery. The hciilthfulness of the 
city is beyond all question. But we are

SEALING INTERESTS. 

(iood Prices for This Season's Catch— 
Eud of Local Industry Again 
Mooted. 

A number of important private seal 
skin sales have taken place within the 
pacst few days. Prices as a matter of 
business policy have been kept very 
quiet by the buyers, but are known to 
have advanced 50 cents in the last 24 
hours. Ten and a half was what the 
first pelts brought, and it is said that, the 
price paid yesterday was $11. The catch 
of the schooner Emma and Louise was 
sold at the former figure, Uhlmann & 
Company, Wharf street, being the pur- 
chasers, and the same linn secured the 
ditches of the schooners Teresa, Umbrina 
and Enterprise. One of the biggest deals 
consummated has been that of a linn 
for 8,000 skins. On Wednesday, dipt. 
Grant and the Victoria Sealing and 
Fishing Company shipped to England 
just about that number. There -were 
100 casks in both shipments, which at 
London prices should bring the ship- 
pers over $100,000. In anticipation of 
the Anglo-American joint high commis- 
sion reaching a definite understanding on 
the sealing question in the course of a 
few weeks, big prices may be obtained 
in the London market. The final dis- 
posal of the sealing controversy is con- 
fidently expected by a number of local 
sealers. It is also thought that Mr. 
Brown, the agent of the North American 
Company, on the seal islands, has been 
summoned to Washington in thus con- 
nection. Mr. Brown came down from 
the North on the steamer Bristol a few- 
weeks ago, landing at NanaJmo and go- 
ing direct Last.

Washington, Oct. 20.— Secretary Hay 
has received notice from the British 
embassy of the approval by the British 
foreign office of the Inst proposition rcli 
tive to the Alaskan boundary modus Vi- 
vendi. Formal confirmation will take 
place to-day. The text of the agreement 
is ns follows: 

"It is hereby agreed by the govei 
incuts of Ureal Britain and the L'nil 
Stales that the boundary line botweeu 
Canada and the Territory of Alaska in 
the region about the bead of Lynn Canal 
shall bo provisionally fixed without pre- 
judice to the claims of either parly in the 
permanent adjustment of the Interna- 
tional boundary, as follows: 

"In the .region of DnJton Trail— A line 
beginning at the peak wesl of Porcu- 
pine river marked on the map number 
in of United States commission Decem- 
ber 31, 1S!)5. and on sheet number 18 
of British commission December 111; 
1S95. number 11,500; thence running to 
the Klchini (or Klnheelay) river in the 
direction of the peak north of that river 
marked 5.020 on the aforesaid United 
States map and 5,025 on aforesaid Brit- 
ish map; then following the high or 
right bank of said Klchini river to the 
junction thereof with Ohilcat river, a 
mile and a half, more or less, north of 
Klukwan; provided that persons proceed- 
ing to or from Porcupine creek shall be 
freely permitted to follow the trail be- 
tween tin: said creek and the said junc- 
tion of the rivers, into and across the 
territory on the Canadian side of the 
temporary line with their goods and ar- 
ticles; and from said junction to the 
summit of the pen I; east of the Chilcat 
river, marked on the aforesaid map num- 
ber 10 of the United States commission, 
number 5,410, and on ma]) number 17 of 
the aforesaid British commission with the 
number 5,400.. 

"On the Dyea and Skagway Trails— 
The summits of the Chilcoot and White 
passes. 

"It is understood ns formerly set forth 
in communications of the department of 
state of the United States that citizens 
who are .subjects of either power found 
by this agreement within temporary jur- 
isdiction of the other shall suffer no 
diminution of the rights and privileges 
which they now enjoy. 

"The government of the United States 
will at once appoint an olllcor or officers 
in conjunction with the officer or officers 
to be named by the government of Her 
Majesty to mark the temporary line 
agreed on by the erection of posts, stakes 
or other appropriate temporary murks." 

Some of the more important advant- 
ages that accrue to the American side 
through to-day's settlement would escape 
observation save through a study of the 
map which is attached to the notes. 
Thus it appears thai instead of placing 
the line directly at the town of Kluk- 
wan, which marks the head of canoe 
navigation, as the British sought to, it 
has been located several miles above that 
town, directly at the junction with Chil- 
cat river of the important tributary 
Klchini. 

This maintains the Indians at, Kluk- 
wan under American jurisdiction with- 
out question and also provides a natural 
and unmistakable boundary line such as 
is always sought by topographers in the 
shape Of a considerable river. 

Then when it comes to the point of de- 
parture from this river, the Klchini, the 
line has been prolonged towards its 
source so as to include in American ter- 
ritory the mining town of Porcupine, the 
head of the mining portions in the Por- 
cupine section. 

Nothing has yet been decided as to a 
resumption of the sessions or the joint 
high commission, but with the boundary 
question removed from the field for a 
time, a meeting is likely to follow before 
congress assembles.
